The  Fall  Term  ol  twenty  weeks  commences  on  the 
first  Monday  (2d)  of  August,  and  closes  ou  the  third  Friday  (ITth)  of 
December.  The  Winter  Term  of  eleven  weeks  commences  on  the  first 
Monday  (3d)  of  January,  1870,  and  closes  on  the  third  Friday  (18th)  of 
March.  The  Spring  Term  of  eleven  weeks  commesces  ou  the  first  Mon- 
day (4th)  of  April,  and  closes  ou  the  third  Friday  (18th)  of  June.  There 
are  three  vacations,  viz.,  six  weeks  during  June  and  July,  two  weeks  at 
the  Christmas  holidays,  and  two  weeks  between  the  Winter  and  the 
Spring  Tei-ms. 

2.  Time  of  Entrance. 

The  proper  time  of  entrance  is  on  the  first  Monday  (2d)  of  August, 
on  the  third  Monday  (18th)  of  October,  and  at  the  commencement  of 
the  Winter  or  the  Spring  Terras.  Regular  students  may  enter  at  any 
time,  but  no  student  will  be  received  for  a  less  time  than  a  term,  except 
by  special  contract. 

3.  Buildings  and  Accomodations. 

The  new  College  building  is  provided  with  all  the  modern  improve- 
ments. The  rooma  are  arranged  for  two  students  each.  They  are  well 
ventilated,  contain  clothes-presses,  and  are  heated  with  hot  air.  Each 
room  is  furnished  with  a  bedstead,  mattrass,  bolster,  pillows,  spread,  and 
with  table,  chairs,  and  mirror  ;  and  the  ladies'  rooms  with  washstands. 
The  building  is  supplied  with  water,  bath-rooms,  &c.,  and  the  young  gen- 
tlemen are  provided  with  a  room  for  general  toilet  purposes.  The  build- 
ings will  accomodate  75  boarding  students,  but  ample  arrangement  can 
be  made  for  two  hundred  students  in  private  families. 

4.  Outfit. 

Each  student  should  provide  himself  with  a  pair  of  sheets,  a  pair  of 
pillow  cases,  a  pair  of  blankets,  table  and  toilet  napkins  and  slippers. 
Each  piece  of  clothing  or  bedding  should  be  indelibly  marked  with  the 
owner's  full  name.  The  rooms  will  require  ten  or  twelve  yards  of  car- 
peting, which  the  occupants  may  carpet  according  to  their  taste.
